INTERNATIONAL LOAD-LINE CONFERENCE. 


The first meeting of the International Load-Line 
Conference opened on Tuesday morning at the Foreign 
Office. Official delegates were present from Australia, 
Austria, Belgium, Canada, Chile, Cuba, the Free City 
o6 Danzig, Denmark, Estonia, Finland, France, 
Germany, Greece, Hungary, Iceland, India, Irish 
Free State, Italy, Japan, Jugo-Slavia, Latvia, Mexico, 
the Netherlands, New Zealand, .Norway, Paraguay, 
Peru, Poland, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics, and the United States of 
America. Representatives from the League of Nations 
were also present. 

Mr. William Graham, President of the Board of 
Trade, extended a very cordial welcome to all the 
delegates, experts and others associated with the 
Conference, on behalf of His Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom. Baron Palmstierna (Swedish 
Ambassador in London), the head of the Swedish 
Delegation, replied. 

Admiral Sir Henry Oliver, who was elected Presi- 
dent of the Conference, outlined its objects, after 
which various committees were appointed to deal with 
the principal phases of the work. During the day 
greetings were exchanged with Hig Majesty the King, 
who extended a very cordial welcome to the delegates 
and to those who accompanied them, and expressed 
his pleasure that so many countries have found it 
possible to participate in so important and humane a 
cause as the promotion of the safety of life at sea.

Special Articles. 


NEW ZEALAND. 


UNITED KINGDOM’S POSITION IN 
IMPORT TRADE. 


New Zealand, at the present time, appears to be 
upon the crest of a wave of prosperity, states a Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade *Report on Economic Condi- 
tions in the Dominion of New Zealand. The happy 
sequence of two seasons characterised by consider- 
ably increased production and _ higher prices 
have placed her in a position whence she can 
watch with equanimity any immediate change of 
fortune that appears likely to beset her. The 
season 1928-29 saw, in addition to a large wheat 
harvest, a record production of wool, lamb, pork and 
butter-fat, the last increasing by more than 10 per cent. 
over 1927-28. The increase in production was due 
chiefly to favourable weather conditions and to an in- 
crease in the efficiency of productive methods. A fall 
in the value of wool was more than counter-balanced in 
the total value of exports by the high prices secured by 
most of the other staple products. 

The satisfactory position of the agricultural and 
pastoral industries reacted very favourably upon the 
export trade, with the result that the total attained in 
1928 was the highest on record, and that for 1929 will 
fall but little short. The import trade responded but 
slowly in 1928 to these influences, but increased more 
rapidly during 1929. The balance of trade has conse- 
quently been greatly in favour of New Zealand during 
1928 and the first ten months of 1929, to the extent, 
indeed, of nearly £19,000,000. Such a balance is more 
than sufficient to meet the Dominion’s overseas interest 
payments, and, when new borrowings recently effected 
are taken into account, there should be available a fund 
of purchasing power which may be utilised to main- 
tain an increased flow of imports even if the value of 
exports during the coming year shows some diminution. 

The larger flocks and the increased number and 
raised output of butter-fat of dairy cows per head leads 





_te the expectation of a further advance in production 


during the present season. The fal! in wool values will, 
however, have an adverse effect on the value of produc- 
tion, and it is not improbable that a lower price level 
will prevail in the case of dairy produce and meat. 
Hence, one would be unduly optimistic to expect any 
increase in the total value of exports. One may hope, 
however, with a good deal of confidence, that there will, 
on the other hand, be but little shrinkage of value, and 
that the receptivity of the market for British goods will 
remain at the present level. 


SALESMANSHIP IN ImMporRT TRADE. 


Judged purely on the basis of the import statistics, 
the United Kingdom is losing ground in New Zealand, 
her share of the import trade as shown therein has, on 
the whole, decreased during the past seven years. The 
decrease has not been caused entirely by the motor-car 
position, although this has been a_ contributory 
factor. It is, unfortunately, true that over a fairly 
wide range of goods, the United Kingdom has been 
steadily losing ground, particularly to the United States 
and Canada. On the other hand, competition from the 
Continent is being met more successfully, and France 
and Germany, two of Great Britain’s greatest competi- 
tors in the market, appear to be falling away somewhat. 

The increase in imports from Canada and the United 
States must in no small degree be attributed to effective 
salesmanship, interpreted in the broadest sense. At- 
tractiveness of presentation, skilful advertising, the 
lavish distribution of high-class literature, promptness 
and exactness in the execution of orders have all played 
an important part. It is therefore reassuring to be 
able to record that many British firms are paying closer 
attention to the requirements of the market, are improv- 
ing their standards of packing and labelling, and are

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sending responsible representatives to study conditions 
on the spot. In no way can better results be secured 
than by such visits. Not only is personal contact 
established with the leading buyers, but possible 
defects studied, adjustments made, and adverse factors 
eliminated. However, much yet remains to be done, 
and manufacturers and exporters cannot rest satisfied 
while complaints continue to be raised, even if only 
occasionally, as to insufficiency of literature, inferiority 
of packing and labelling, lack of clear details as to 
prices, dilatoriness in dealing with enquiries and in 
deliveries, and even incivility. There are few things 
which the New Zealander dislikes more ardently than 
to be told that the article which he has ordered is not 
the best for his purpose, and that the standard article 
in use in Great Britain is what he really wants. 


New Zealand is a Dominion with a great future, for 
her leading products will always find a ready demand. 
Given a fair chance she desires nothing more than 
to help the Mother Country in trade as in all else. 
For Britain she is a market of prime importance, worthy 
of the closest study and attention. If British manu- 
facturers can give her the goods for which she is asking 
at areasonably competitive figure, the trade in the lines 
which they can offer will be increasingly theirs. They 
must remember, however, that it is not sufficient to 
produce the world’s finest manufactures, but that equal 
ability must be devoted to selling them. Given the 
realisation of that fact, Britain has nothing to fear in 
New Zealand. 


New Zealanders are still easily the world’s largest 
per capita importers, and the importance of the study 
of the Dominion as a market for British manufactured 
goods needs no emphasis. The import trade was, in 
1929, in the course of full recovery from the depression 
of 1927 and 1928. From £52,456,407 in 1925—the peak 
of three high years—there was a decline to £44,782,946 
in 1927. ‘The slight increase in value in 1928 seemed 
likely to increase at the time of writing to a total of 
£48,000,000 for 1929, and an average annual value of 
imports of £50,000,000 is not unlikely during the next 
few years. 


In the first ten months of 1929 imports increased in 
value by £4;048,943 in comparison with the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. Towards this, motor vehicles 
contributed’ an increase of £1,638,881, motor spirits 
£484,662, iron and steel, galvanised sheet and plate 
£242,144, fertilisers £208,063, silk and artificial silk 
piece-goods £191,918, iron and steel tubes, pipes and 
fittings £118,121, and musical instruments £116,482. 
Sugar showed a fall of £215,115, other decreases being 
electrical machinery, etc., £189,195, cigarettes 
£117,403, coal £68,467, and confectionery £58,227. 


SoME CoMPETITORS FOR Import TRADE. 


Trade with Germany.—Although Germany has yet 
far to go before she can regain even her 1914 share of 
the import trade of the Dominion, viz., 4-65 per cent., 
she. nevertheless continues to make steady progress. 
While cheapness is her chief selling point quality is by 
no means lacking in most of the lines which she offers, 
and attractiveness of presentation is carefully con- 
sidered, packing, boxing and labelling receiving close 
attention. A noticeable feature of the gradually in- 
creasing German competition has been the wide range 
of goods over which it is spread. Among the lines in 
which Germany has recently gained ground are tools 
and implements, hardware, glassware, jewellery and 
musical instruments at the expense of the United King- 
dom and cameras at the expense of the United King- 
dom and the United States. On the other hand, she 
has been losing ground to the United Kingdom in 
furs, lace, leather bags and other leather goods, manu- 
factured dyes, black hoop, sewing machines, china and 
earthenware, brushware and perfumed spirits; and to 
Canada in pianos, etc., and hosiery. 


Trade with the United States.—The excess of 
imports from the United States is a frequent subject 
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of adverse comment in New Zealand, it being con. 
sidered that the Dominion’s produce should find a more 
receptive market in her second largest supplier. The 
United Kingdom has lost ground to her North American 
rival in paints and colours, pig iron, cement, glass. 
ware, printing and writing paper, kid and goat skins, 
linoleum, butter and cheese cloth, leather cloth, water. 
proof cloth, air compressors, oil engines and parts, 
electric batteries, generators, etc., brake linings, roof. 
ing, materials and soap. On the other hand, the United 
Kingdom has gained ground in cinematograph films, 
lawn mowers, typewriters, plain fencing wire, copper 
wire, perfumery, surgical and dental instruments, 
apparel, printing and other machinery and metal manu. 
factures. From Canada the United States has gained 
ground in furniture, woodwares and turnery, plaster 
of Paris, printing and writing paper, and certain other 
lines, while in addition they now supply the whole of 
those imports of cameras which formerly came from 
Canada. On the other hand, much of the motor car 
tyre trade has been of late transferred to Canada, 
which latter has also made progress at the expense of 
the United States in motor cars, rubber footwear, 
apparel and pianos. 


Trade with Canada.—Apart from motor cars and 
tyres Canada’s principal contributions to the New 
Zealand import trade are paper, footwear, electrical 
machinery and apparatus, fish, timber and wire. Re- 
ference has already been made to some of the items 
in which there had been transference of trade to or 
from Canada and the United States. Canada has of 
late gained ground from the United Kingdom in 
hosiery, linoleum, carpets, rubber hose, newsprint, 
pianos, etc., wrought iron pipes and tubes, tools, 
electric batteries and cells, and electric meters. She 
has lost ground to the United Kingdom chiefly in bar, 
bolt, rod and other semi-finished manufactures of iron 
and steel, rails, nails, copper and plain and barbed 
fencing wire, sole leather and belting. 


Trade with Australia.—Imports have shown a steady 
tapering off from £5,651,027 in 1924 to £3,499,151 in 
1928 and £2,676,439 in the first ten months of 1929, 
largely owing to diminished importation of wheat, flour, 
timber, coal, tobacco, fruit and other primary pro- 
ducts. She has, however, been losing ground to the 
United Kingdom in copper wire, wire netting, print- 
ing type and materials, cycle tyres, leather goods, 
photographic films, varnishes, biscuits, confectionery 
and other lines. Although she advanced at the expense 
of Canada in tinware, most of the increases registered 
by Australia were at the expense of the United King- 
dom, the lines affected including paints and colours, 
glass bottles and jars, gramophone records, disinfec- 
tants, soap, asbestos sheets, slates and tiles, yarns, felt 
piece-goods, drapery, lead sheet, stationery and cream 
of tartar. 


Notr.—In Appendix I to the Report will be found A 
detailed analysis of the import statistics of trade in the 
principal items in which the United Kingdom is con- 
cerned, and in which there has been some recent trans- 
ference of trade or other feature of interest. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC. 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal traffic per working day for each 
month from January, 1929, to April, 1930, are 
shown below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, 
Savings Bank, and Money and Postal Order business 
are excluded. The value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage. 


Corresponding figures for earlier months from 


January, 1924, were given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 


19, 1928, and January 23, 1930:-- 
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The March production of ‘steel ingots and castings, on 
the basis of 26 working days reported for the month, 
averaged 45,460 tons daily, as compared with 48,230 
tons in the previous month (24 working days) and 
51,790 tons in March, 1929 (25 working days). The 
production of finished steel products in March (26 
working days) amounted to 820,940 tons, as compared 
with 785,080 tons in February (24 working days) and 
886,400 tons in March, 1929 (25 working days). 


Iron and Sieel Prices.—The official basis home and 
export prices during April were reported unchanged 
from the previous month. 


BELGIUM. 


Coal production was on a further reduced scale in 
March. On the basis of 25-1 working days, which 
were reported for the month, the daily output in 
March averaged 91,470 tons, as against 93,620 tons in 
February (23-9 working days) and 91,606 tons in 
March, 1929 (25-7 working days). Coal stocks at the 
end of March amounted to 1,083,930 tons, compared 
with 708,610 tons a month earlier, and 596,540 tons a 
year previous. The average daily tonnage of pig iron 
produced in March (10,850 tons) showed a slight reduc- 
tion as compared with February (11,080 tons). As 
compared with monthly production in 1929, only Feb- 
ruary (10,620 tons), March (10,600 tons), and Decem- 
ber (10,800 tons) showed lower outputs. Furnaces in 
blast at the beginning and end of March numbered 57. 
The total production of steel ingots and castings re- 
ported for March was only exceeded during 1929 by 
the outputs in August and October of that year. The 
total production of finished steel products amounted to 
254,610 tons in March, as against 267,070 tons in Feb- 
ruary, and 295,510 tons in March, 1929. 


Iron and steel prices.—It was reported that the 
Franco-Belgian-Luxemburg convention for the export 
of foundry pig iron resolved, on April 17, to reduce the 
export price to Holland by one shilling to £3 3s. 6d. 
per long ton (f.o.r. Dutch frontier). Other official 
basis export prices, including those for semi-finished 
and finished material, were unchanged during April. 


UNITED STATES. 


A considerable reduction in the output of coal was 
recorded for March, the aggregate tonnage for the 
month being the lowest recorded since April, 1928. 
Included in the total output (36,004,000 tons) were 
81,940,000 tons of bituminous coal—the lowest 
monthly tonnage recorded since April, 1928—and 
4,064,000 tons of anthracite coal, the lowest recorded 
since July, 1928. On the basis of 26 working days 
reported for March, the daily bituminous output 
averaged 1,228,000 tons, as against 1,478,000 tons in 
February (23-9 working days) and 1,369,000 tons in 
March, 1929 (26 working days). The daily outputs of 
anthracite coal in the corresponding months averaged 
156,000 tons, 234,000 tons and 173,000 tons. A 
slight improvement in the rate of pig iron production 
was shown in March, the daily tonnage recording a 
further advance from the low averages of December 
and January last. Output averaged 104,720 tons daily 
in March, as compared with 101,390 tons and 119,820 
tons in February, 1930, and March, 1929, respectively. 
Furnaces in biast at the end of March numbered 185, 
a net increase of six since the beginning of the month. 
The daily output of steel ingots in March showed a 
decline as compared with February. The number of 
working days in March was reported to be 26, which 
gives an average output of 165,000 tons daily as com- 
pared with 169,500 tons in February (24 working days) 
and 194,550 tons in March, 1929 (26 working days). 


Iron and Steel Prices.—In the pig iron market, the 
Chicago quotation for No. 2 foundry, and the Eastern 
Pennsylvanian quotation for basic iron, yielded by 
00 cents and 25 cents to 19 dollars and 18 dols. 
75 cents per gross ton respectively. The principal 
descriptions of finished steel showed price reductions

at several centres in April. As compared with a 
month earlier, steel bars were cheaper at the end of 
April at Pittsburg, Chicago, Cleveland and New York 
by 0°05 to 0-10 cents per lb. Tank plates and 
structural shapes at New York were reduced by 0-05 
cents to 2:024 cents and 1-994 cents per lb. respec. 
tively. Scrap prices at Pittsburg, Philadelphia, and 
Chicago weakened considerably during April. Repre. 
sentative quotations for iron and steel at the end of 
April were: No. 2 foundry pig iron, Philadelphia, 20 
dols. 26 cents; No. 2 foundry pig iron, Valley furnace, 
18 dols. 50 cents; re-rolling billets, Pittsburg, 33 dols.; 
sheet bars, Pittsburg, 33 dols.; and forging billets, 
Pittsburg, 38 dols.; all prices per English ton. The 
following were representative quotations (per lb. to 
large buyers) for certain finished products :—Stee] 
bars, Chicago, 1:90 cents; tank plates, Pittsburg, 
1:80 cents, and structural shapes, Chicago, 1-90 cents, 
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Notes. 





STANDARD STEEL FOR BRIDGES, ETC. 


The new revised edition of the British standard specifica- 
tion for structural steel for bridges and general building 
construction (No. 15-1930) has just been issued by the 
British Engineering Standards Association. The first 
edition of this specification appeared in 1906, and this was 
revised in 1912.

tons, 158; lexias, tons, 224; wool, greasy, bales, 12, 
scoured, bales, 1,223; sheepskins, number, 75,758; and 
flour, centals, 36,473. 


In addition, 65,788 cases of apples were sent to the 
Continent per s.s. ‘‘ Leuna”’ and s.s. ‘‘ Port Alma’”’ on 
April 29. 


CANADIAN TRADE WITH THE UNITED 
KINGDOM. 


Figures issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
Ottawa, show that imports for consumption in Canada 
from the United Kingdom during March were valued at 
16,310,686 dollars, while exports of Dominion produce to 
the United Kingdom were valued at 16,867,743 dols. For 
the twelve months ended March 31 the totals were 
189,178,156 dols. and 281,838,175 dols. respectively, as com- 
pared with 194,041,381 dols. and 429,730,485 dols. in the 
previous twelve months. 


CANADIAN TRADE WITH THE UNITED 
STATES. 


According to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, 
the value of imports for consumption in Canada from the 
United States during March was 78,760,996 dollars and 
that of exports of Dominion products to the United States 
43,330,698 dols. For the twelve months ended March 31 
the total values were 847,466,079 dols. and 514,957,553 dols. 
vespectively, which compares with 868,012,229 dols. and 
499,612,145 dols. for the previous twelve months.

Calcutta, May 10.—During the week ended May 18 rain- 
fall was nearly general in Lower Burma on two days and 
in Assam on one day and widespread in Burma on two 
days and in the Western Himalayas on one day. Elsewhere 
there were, locally, heavy or few falls of rain. 


CROPS. 


Madras, May 10.—Rainfall has been heavy during the 
past week except in parts of the Circars, the Deccan and 
the south of the Presidency. The condition of standing 
crops is fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, May 12.—Light to moderate rain has 
fallen throughout except in Shahabad and Palamau, where 
there has been no rain. Standing crops are in good con- 
dition. The sowing of jute continues in parts of Bhagalpur 
and Purnea. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur the weather has been seasonable. 





Punjab, May 12.—The weather has been dry except for 
light rain in parts of montane districts. The condition of 
standing crops is average to good. Young locusts have 
appeared over the greater part of the province and have 
somewhat damaged standing crops in places. 


Central Provinces, May 12.—The weather has been hot 
and occasionally cloudy. Light showers have fallen in parts 
of fourteen districts and in nine Feudatory States. 


Bengal, May 14.—Rainfall has been heavy in parts of 
Chittagong and generally light elsewhere. Sowings of jute 




















and paddy are far advanced in East and North Bengal and 
continue in West Bengal. Progress is being made with 
the weeding of jute and paddy. The outlook for standing 
crops is promising. 


Assam, May 19.-~The weather has been seasonable and 
crop prospects are fair.

CANADA. 


THE EMPLOYMENT SITUATION—BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION. 


(From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa reports 
that at the beginning of March the total number of persons 
employed in Canada was slightly less than in February, the 
number being 960,394 as compared with 973,460. 


Nevertheless employment in the Dominion at the begin- 
ning of March was far ahead of conditions in 1928, and 
better than in any previous year in respect of which 
statistics are available. Seasonal reductions were recorded 
in the logging, construction and mining industries, and in 
trade. The curtailment in logging following the extremely 
active season was particularly noteworthy. 


There was continued activity in the manufacturing in- 
dustries, the number of operatives employed on March 1 
being 533,041, as compared with 529,661 on February 1. 
The most pronounced recovery took place in the iron and 
steel industry, lumber mills showing seasonal gains in excess 
of the average for March 1, and there were also important 
advances in the textile industry. Pulp and paper, tobacco, 
building material and certain other establishments recorded 
reduced employment, while the retail and wholesale trade 
continued to release employees, as is usually the case at 
the beginning of March. Employment in trade was in 
decidedly greater volume than on March 1 of any other 
year for which statistics are available; the index for trade 
employment stood as 123, compared with 117-8 at the 
i ili of March, 1929, the previous maximum for that 

ate. 


BuILDING CONSTRUCTION. 


According to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, building 
permits issued in 61 Canadian cities in February repre- 
sented 8,827,870 dollars’ worth of construction as com- 
pared with January permits valued at 7,189,741 dols., an 
increase of 22-8 per cent. The building thus authorised in 
February has been only twice exceeded in that month 
during the eleven years’ record of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, the aggregate for 1929 (10,465,330 dols.) and 
1928 (10,318,338 dols.) being larger than this year’s figure 
for the second month. Building costs were lower than in 
any year of the record except 1928, when the index was 
fractionally lower. 


With the value of January permits, the total authorised 
building in Canadian cities for the first two months of 
1930 was 16,017,611 dols., this figure comparing with 
18,882,210 dols. in 1929, 18,034,925 dols. in 1928, and 
13,314,713 dols. in 1927. The January-February total for 
1930 was considerably above the average for the eleven-year 
period of the record extending back to 1920, which works 
out at 12,031,669 dols. 

Increases in value of permits in comparison with January 
were reported for all the Provinces except Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, the largest gain of 1,283,010 dols., or 
43-5 per cent., taking place in Ontario.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 
THE TEXTILE INDUSTRY OF BOHEMIA. 


(From the British Vice-Consul.) 
PRAGUE. 

The Allgemeine Deutsche Textilverband, an association 
representing the greater portion of the textile industries 
in Northern and North-Eastern Bohemia, has presented a 
memorandum to the Ministry of Commerce, setting out the 
critical situation of the industry as a whole. The chief 
points are as follows :— 


According to the evidence adduced to illustrate the 
decline in the textile industry, no fewer than 108 firms, 
members of the association, have gone into bankruptcy or 
made compositions with their creditors in the last few 
years, while over 100 member firms have been wound up 
and have paid their creditors in full. Several thousand 
textile workers have thus been thrown out of employment, 
and many more are on short time, particularly since the 
autumn of 1929. The branches of the industry in which 
short time is being worked include: Cotton, cotton and 
vigogne spinning, cotton weaving, flax spinning, linen 
weaving, worsted spinning, woollen cloth factories, jute 
and hemp, knitted goods, carpets, ribbons, surgical dress- 
ings, embroidery, lace and curtains, and the finishing 
section. 

The cause of the present difficulties of the Czechoslovak 
textile industry is ascribed to the loss of the former large 
home market provided by Austria-Hungary, accompanied 
by the raising of Customs barriers in most foreign markets, 
and to the decline of purchasing power in Czechoslovakia 
itself, particularly as regards the agricultural population. 
To some extent, too, the fall in prices of cotton and wool 
has tended to restrict business to the covering of immediate 
requirements, while fashions have been unfavourable to 
the embroidery and lace branches, and in others, particu- 
larly silk, there has been an increase in imports of manu- 
factured goods. The total value of Czechoslovak textile 
exports last year was only 205 million crowns less than in 
1928; but the association states that it must be borne in 
mind that in 1929 Czechoslovak exporters lost a great 
deal of money abroad through bad debts, and that the 
general level of export prices left no margin of profit. 
Many firms worked for stock in order to reduce the 
incidence of fixed overhead charges and sold at a loss. 


ForREIGN COMPETITION. 


The main foreign competition is as follows: Italy for 
thread, cotton and woollen piece-goods, knitted wear, 
ribbons and silks; Poland, vigogne yarns; Belgium, cotton 
and woollen piece-goods, linen, knitted wear and lace; the 
United Kingdom, cotton and woollen piece-goods and 
linen; Germany, cotton and woollen piece-goods and 
yarns and linen, and stockings; Japan, cotton piece-goods, 
silk and artificial silk goods, and knitted wear; Holland, 
linen; France, woollens, ribbons and silk, and Switzerland, 
embroidery lace and silk. Japanese competition is described 
as particularly dangerous on account of the low wages paid 
and the longer working day. 


MEASURES TO REMEDY DEPRESSION. 


The association demands the following measures to 
remedy depression :— 

(a) Increased Government contracts and the raising of home 
purchasing power by carrying out works of public importance 
to relieve unemployment. 

(6) Assistance to export trade by the conclusion of tariff 
treaties with Germany, Roumania, Jugo-Slavia, Turkey, and 
Egypt, and the avoidance of any charge to the detriment of the 
textile industry in the commercial treaties with Austria and 
Hungary. 

(c) Creation of a Government fund for export credit insur- 
ance, especially for trade with the Soviet Union. 

(d) Various remissions and reductions of taxes, e.g., turn- 
over, transport and coal taxes, and of stamp duties in cases of 
amalgamations. 

(e) Free import of chemicals, dyes and artificial silk, and an 
extension of the time limit for the import of machinery not 
manufactured locally. 

(f) Improvement in communications, particularly the speeding 
up of railway goods transport. 

(g) Facilities for working overtime, and at night and on 
Saturday afternoons for women so far as urgent export orders 
are concerned. Many foreign orders are lost if Czechoslovak 
manufacturers cannot guarantee deliveries within a short time. 

(A) Reduction of bank rate and the utilisation of social insur- 
ance funds for industrial requirements in the first place. 

(t) An extension of the system of commercial reports from 
Czechoslovak Government representatives abroad. 





IMPERIAL AND FOREIGN TRADE—Continued. 


FRANCE, 


DIRECTION OF TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 
(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris, 


The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in 
the first quarter of this year the value of imports from 
Great Britain amounted to 1,468 million francs, as against 
1,477 million frs. in the corresponding period of 1929, a 
decrease of nine million frs. There was a rise in imports 
from Belgium and Luxemburg, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
Germany, Holland, Norway, Poland, Roumania, Soviet 
Russia, Sweden, Switzerland and Jugo-Slavia, but a fall 
in those from all other foreign countries separately classified 
in the returns. 


The value of French exports to Great Britain in the 
first quarter of 1930 amounted to 1,793 million frs., as 
against 1,866 million frs. in January-March of last year, a 
decrease of 73 million frs. There was a rise in exports to 
Denmark, Holland, Norway, Roumania, Soviet Russia, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Jugo-Slavia, but a fall in those 
to all other foreign countries separately classified. 


The value of French imports from foreign countries in 
the first three months of the year amounted to 12,593 
million frs., as against 13,288 million frs. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1929, a decrease of 695 million frs. 
That of exports to foreign countries totalled 9,204 million 
frs., compared with 9,881 million frs., a decrease of 677 
million frs. The value of French imports from her colonies 
and protectorates was 1,423 million frs., as against 1,952 
million frs., a decrease of 529 million frs., and of her 
exports to them 2,486 million frs., against 2,103 million 
frs., an increase of 383 million frs. 


French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed an unfavourable balance in the first quarter of this 
year of 3,389 million frs., as against one of 3,407 million 
frs. in the first quarter of 1929. The trade of France with 
her colonies and protectorates, on the other hand, showed 
a favourable balance of 1,063 million frs., as compared with 
one of 151 million frs. in the first quarter of last year. 


GERMANY. 


CHEMNITZ TEXTILE INDUSTRIES. 


The British Vice-Consul at Chemnitz reports that 
Germany’s total consumption of rayon yarns in 1929 was 
some 22 million kilogs., of which the knitting trade used 
some 40 per cent., or 8-8 million kilogs., the knitting trade 
in Chemnitz and district alone consuming about 6-5 million 
kilogs. Approximately 90 per cent. of the yarn used in the 
knitting trade was viscose, the remaining 10 per cent. 
being acetate and cupramonium. The percentage of the 
last two kinds is higher for the hosiery trade as such, 
whereas more viscose yarn was used for underwear. 
Imports of viscose yarns last year totalled 9,313,200 kilogs., 
valued at 64,832,000 marks, while exports amounted to 
8,334,000 kilogs. and 83,868,000 mks. respectively. 


TRADE IN Marou QUARTER. 


The total value of imports of singles and twofolds in the 
grey during the period January-March last was 18,287,000 
mks., and comprised, up to 65 deniers, 2,481,000 mks.; 
65 to 105 deniers, 3,172,000 mks.; 105 to 185 deniers, 
9,677,000 mks., and above 185 deniers, 2,957,000 mks. 


The chief countries of origin were Belgium, 402,400 
kilogs.; France, 237,100 kilogs.; Italy, 1,076,000 kilogs. ; 
Holland, 545,800 kilogs.; Switzerland, 280,600 kilogs.; 
Hungary, 16,200 kilogs., and the United Kingdom, 73,600 
kilogs. 

The preponderance of Italian yarn is clearly shown, being 
more than the total of the two next largest suppliers, 
Belgium and Holland. 

As regards exports during the first quarter of the current 
year, not classified in deniers, the total value was 18,911,000 
mks., as against 22,716,000 mks. in the March quarter of 
1929. 

Exports of rayon knitted wear were much higher for the 
first three months of this year than in the same period of 
1929. Exports of rayon hose and half hose amounted to 
481,300 kilogs., valued at 16,135,000 mks. (267,200 kilogs., 
valued at 11,203,000 mks.), and of this amount the United 
Kingdom received 208,900 kilogs. As regards underwear 
and knitted material, the total exports were valued at

all 


6,563,000 mks., as against 5,774,000 mks. in the first quarter 
of 1929. Of this amount the United Kingdom purchased 
112,000 kilogs. and Holland 65,900 kilogs. The United 
Kingdom and Holland are Germany’s best customers for 
rayon knitted wear. 


Cotton YARN IMPpoRTs. 


German imports of cotton yarns from the United King- 
dom for the first three months of the current year were 
much lower than for the same period of 1929. Of single 
yarns—47’s and above—2,079,100 kilogs. were imported, as 
against 2,467,300 kilogs. last year. In twofolds the drop 
was still larger, viz., 1,073,500 kilogs., as against 1,578,800 
kilogs. for 1929. It is considered that the large decline in 
twofold imports was due mainly to diminished demands for 
lisle yarns for the hosiery trade. On the other hand, the 
total exports of cotton hose and half hose were slightly 
larger this year than last, 1,205,300 kilogs., as against 
1,167,600 kilogs. Exports to the United Kingdom were 
higher, 274,300 kilogs., as compared with 212,500 kilogs. in 
the first quarter of 1929. 


Exports of cotton underwear and material were prac- 
tically the same as in 1929, 854,300 kilogs. this year 
(854,100 kilogs. 1929), of which the United Kingdom re- 
ceived 315,200 kilogs. (308,200 kilogs. 1929). 


Fabric glove exports showed a big decline, 343,400 kilogs. 
as against 477,800 kilogs. in 1929. This year 121,000 kilogs. 
went to the United States, 75,200 kilogs. to the United 
Kingdom, as compared with 149,400 kilogs. and 155,300 
kilogs. respectively last year. 


To the uncertainty regarding the import duties in both 
the United Kingdom and the United States is attributed 
the low export figures in the first quarter of the present 
year. The lower exports of fabric gloves are partly respon- 
sible for the smaller imports of single yarns from the 
United Kingdom, 60’s, 70’s, 80’s and 90’s—more especially 
80’s—being used for the manufacture of fabric gloves.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that during March last imports and exports amounted in 
value to 194,960,000 zloty (£4,497,000) and 221,106,000 zloty 
(£5,100,000), an excess in the value of the latter over the 
former of 26,146,000 zloty (£603,000) ; imports were smaller 
by £884,000 and exports larger by £1,374,000 than during 
the corresponding month of last year.

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UNITED KINGDOM. 
IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN APRIL. 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufac- 
turers reports that 619,600 tons of pig iron were produced 
in April, as compared with 665,800 tons in March, 611,300 
tons in April, 1929, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons 
in 1913. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of April numbered 151, a 
net decrease of six since the beginning of the month. 

The April output of pig iron included 194,300 tons of 
hematite, 242,200 tons of basic, 134,700 tons of foundry, 
and 26,800 tons of forge pig iron. 

The production of steel ingots and castings in April 
amounted to 696,100 tons, compared with 826,100 tons in 
March, 808,600 tons in April, 1929, and a monthly average 
of 638,600 tons in 1913. The decline, it is stated, was partly 
due to the Easter holidays. 

The following table shows the average monthly produc- 
tion of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 
1924-29 and the production in each month from April,

GERMANY. 


RHENISH BROWN COAL INDUSTRY. 


Business conditions in the Rhenish brown coal mining 
industry improved considerably during the past month, 
states a report received in the Department of Overseas 
Trade. A very critical stage was passed as a result of 
the extraordinarily mild weather and the general un- 
favourable market conditions, which led to an extensive 
stocking of coal and the introduction of numerous blank 
shifts. 

In the first three months of 1930 the demand for house- 
hold fuel, which amounts to from 70 to 80 per cent. of the 
total sales of the Rhenish Brown Coal Syndicate, declined 
considerably, but on the introduction of summer prices 
orders increased both from dealers and consumers. The 
paucity of orders at the beginning of the year was felt 
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all the more, as nearly all the works of the Rhenish brown 
coal mining industry had increased their output during 
the financial year 1928-29, and the actual sale restriction 
in the industry amounted in March to no less than 35 per 
cent. Stocks have since diminished and now total from 
300,000 to 350,000 tons. 


SyNDICATE’S POSITION AND PROSPECTS. 


The participation figures in the Rhenish Brown Coal 
Syndicate have undergone considerable changes with effect 
from April 1. At regular intervals of three years an 
automatic change takes place, the syndicate quotas of the 
members being altered in conformity with their deliveries 
during the preceding three years. This applies in par- 
ticular to the Rheinische A.G. fiir Braunkohlenbergbau 
und Brikettfabrikation, which have considerably increased 
their production during the last three years, and their 
yearly contingent has consequently been raised to 3,861,000 
tons. The total yearly briquette contingent of the members 
amounts, in accordance with the new arrangement, to 
10,982,100 tons, as against 8,552,200 tons before April 1, 
1930, an increase of 24 million tons. 

The financial year of the Syndicate, which ended on 
March 31, considered as a whole, was therefore quite satis- 
factory. The total sales in 1929-30 were, it is understood, 
250,000 tons above those of the preceding year. The 
future is held to be favourable, and it is anticipated that 
the business revival at present observed will continue. 
Stocks are not to be touched for the moment, as it is 
desired to use the mines to their full capacity. It is hoped, 
however, that they will be diminished by the end of the 
summer and entirely disposed of by the beginning of the 
winter. 
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UNITED KINGDOM. 
RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR FEBRUARY. 


The statistics for February relating to railways in Great 
Britain have been published by the Minister of Transport, 
and may be obtained at H.M. Stationery Office (price 
3s. 6d.). In addition to the usual information the volume 
contains particulars of the progress of construction of 
rolling stock during the year 1929, and marshalling yard 
statistics for February, 1930. 


Att-Rounp INCREASES IN TRAFFIC. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in February, 1930, was 88,616,196, an increase com- 
pared with February, 1929, of 5,620,202, or 6-8 per cent. 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares rose 
by 5,469,326, and those at standard or ordinary fares by 
150,876. The receipts from passengers (excluding season- 
ticket holders) showed an advance of £154,734, or 5 per 
cent. If the London Tubes and Metropolitan District Rail- 
way be omitted, the figures show an increase in journeys 
of 4,147,649, or 7 per cent., and a rise in receipts of 
£138,251, or 5 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcels post) were £168,399 more than in February, 1929. 
The coaching train miles showed an increase of 455,930, or 
2-2 per cent. 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 27,147,646, an increase compared with 
February, 1929, of 1,329,393 tons, or 5-1 per cent. Included 
in this figure were 17,433,172 tons of coal, coke and patent 
fuel, an increase compared with February, 1929, of 327,648 
tons, or 1-9 per cent. 

Freight train receipts amounted to £8,409,029, an 
increase of £144,910, or 1:8 per cent. The freight train 
miles run were 276,705 more than in February, 1929, an 
advance of 2:5 per cent. The average train load rose from 
132 to 133} tons, and the net ton-miles per engine hour 
from 422} to 4511. 


CANADA. 


PROGRESS OF CIVIL AVIATION. 
(From the Acting High Commissioner of Canada in 
London.) 


The Department of National Defence at Ottawa has just 
published statistics indicating that aircraft engaged in civil 
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flying in Canada flew upwards of six million miles last year, 
Aeroplane mileage, exclusive of that flown by seaplanes and 
amphibians, increased by 161 per cent. over 1928, while the 
expansion as compared with the previous year was no less 
than 1,848 per cent. The percentage increases are not 
quite so large if seaplanes and amphibians are included, 
being 133 and 658 respectively for all types of aircraft. 

The figures show that only 209,583 miles were flown by 
aeroplanes in 1927, against 1,557,917 miles in 1928 and 
4,083,321 miles in 1929. Float seaplane mileage shows a 
similar large increase from 247,238 miles to 797,998 miles 
and 1,768,738 miles respectively. Boat seaplane mileage 
shows comparatively little change, with 426,064 miles flown, 
while only 5,956 miles were flown by amphibians. The 
total aircraft mileage of all types of machines was 
6,284,079 in 1929, against 2,728,414 in 1928 and 829,010 
in 1927. 

The number of hours flown by aircraft rose from 12,070 
in 1927 to 43,071 in 1928 and 79,786 in 1929. Last year 
there were 144,143 flights, which compares with 75,285 in 
1928 and only 16,748 in 1927. 


FREIGHT AND PASSENGERS CARRIED. 


The figures for freight and express carried by air are 
1,098,348 lbs. in 1927, 2,404,682 Ibs. in 1928 and 3,903,908 Ibs. 
in 1929. The figures for mail are 14,684 lbs. in 1927, 
316,631 Ibs. in 1928 and 430,636 Ibs. in 1929. 

The number of passengers carried rose from 18,932 in 
1927 to 74,669 in 1928 and 124,751 in 1929. Last year there 
were 86,242 paying passengers. 

The statement also shows that the number of licensed 
aircraft in civil flying operations numbered 445 in 1929, 
as against 264 in 1928 and 67 in 1927. There were last 
year 35 licensed public airports, 10 public seaplane ports 
and a total of 77 licensed civil aerodromes, including the 
privately-owned stations. 


Arr Mart Rovtes—Licut AEROPLANE CLUBS. 


The length of air mail routes operated last year under 
contract with the Post Office Department was 5,139 miles. 
Of 2,344 trips scheduled the report shows that 2,162 were 
completed. According to the statement 490,640 miles were 
flown and 430,636 lbs. of mail were carried in the execution 
of contracts. 

Statistics on the light aeroplane clubs organised in 
Canada show 23 of these clubs in operation in 1929 at as 
many different cities. They had a total of 5,233 members 
enrolled, of whom 904 were taking flying instruction. The 
clubs operated 65 aircraft, and 49,708 flights were made, in- 
cluding test, dual, solo and passenger flights. The number 
of hours spent in the air on these flights was 16,612, and as 
a result of the instructional work carried on by these clubs 
183 persons were granted private pilots’ certificates, while 
58 members were granted licences as commercial pilots.

PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENTS 
CONCLUDED. 

The Board of Trade have received copies of the texts 
of Provisional Commercial Agreements (in the form of 
Exchanges of Notes which were made on the dates 
indicated), between Beypt and the following countries :—

These Agreements enter into force provisionally on the 
date of the exchange of notes in each case, and are to 
continue in force indefinitely subject to three months’ 
notice of termination, with the exception of the Agreement 
with Czechoslovakia, which is subject to two months’ notice 
of termination. 

The Agreements regulate the commercial relations 
between Egypt and the countries indicated above, and pro- 
vide for the mutual grant of most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment to the goods of both parties—on a basis of 
reciprocity. It is not intended that any special privileges, 
accorded by Egypt to the Sudan, or by contracting parties 
to their border States under regional conventions, shall be 
invoked under the most-favoured nation clause. 

Provisionally most-favoured-nation treatment will be 
granted to goods imported into Egypt through countries 
which have no commercial agreements with Egypt. 


ROUMANIA. 


LAPSE OF COMMERCIAL AGREEMENTS 
POSTPONED. 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Provisional 
Commercial Agreement concluded between the United 
Kingdom and Roumania by an Exchange of Notes of 
May 24, 1923, is to remain in force for a further period 
of two months, i.e., until July 1 next. 

The denunciation of the Provisional Commercial Agree- 
ment of February 13, 1923, with Switzerland, is also not 
to take effect until July 1 next.

AUSTRALIA. 
IMPORT OF CERTAIN GOODS PERMITTED. 


With reference to the Proclamation issued in Canberra 
on April 4, prohibiting the importation of certain goods into 
Austr: alia, the Board of Trade have been informed by the 
High Commissioner for Australia that advice has been re- 
ceived from the Comptroller-General of Customs, Canberra, 
that Ministerial consent has been given for the importa- 
tion of the following goods into Australia, viz. :—

An Order (No. 215) made by the Governor in Council 
and published on April 9 provides for the duty-free import 
into the Colony of British Honduras of ‘‘ Flit’’ and other 
insecticides used for spraying. 


FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


IMPORT AND EXCISE DUTIES ON MATCHES. 


The issue of the ‘‘ Federated Malay States Government 
Gazette ’’ of April 7 contains a Notification, effective on 
the date of publication, which withdraws the previous 
import duties on matches (imposed by the new Tariff of 
January 2), and provides for the levy instead of an import 
duty of 1 dollar per 10,000 matches. The Notification also 
provides for the re-establishment of the Excise duty on 
matches at the rates (varying from 40 to 70 cents per 
10,000 matches) in force prior to January 2. 


GOLD COAST. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON WIRELESS SETS 
ABOLISHED. 


Order-in-Council No. 11 of 1930, passed by the Legisla- 
tive Council on April 7, removes the restrictions upon the 
importation into the Colony of wireless sets and component 
parts thereof. 

(Such articles could previously only be imported by the 
Imperial or Colonial Government or under written per- 
mission of the Postmaster-General.) 


PALESTINE. 
IMPORT DUTY MODIFICATIONS.

The issue of the ‘‘Sudan Government Gazette’’ of April 25 
publishes an Order which prohibits the import into the 
Sudan, as from that date, of matches other than safety 
matches which strike only on the box, and of toy pistol 
caps. 


FOREIGN. 
CHINA. 


RULE AS TO ASSESSMENT OF AD VALOREM 
DUTIES. 


H.M. Minister at Peking has forwarded copy of a new 
version of Rule No. 1 of the Chinese Import Tariff concern- 
ing the method of assessment of ad valorem import duties 
and the procedure for arbitration in cases of dispute 
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regarding valuation of goods, etc., which was promul- 
gated under date of August 12, 1929. The revised Ruie is 
reprinted below :— 


1. The duty-paying value of any import liable to an ad valorem 
rate of duty shall be determined on the basis of the wholesale 
market value of the goods in local currency at the port of im- 
portation. This latter value, when converted into Haikwan 
taels, shall be considered to be higher than the duty-paying 
value by :— 

(a) the amount of the duty on the goods, and 


(5) 7 per cent. of the duty-paying value of the goods. 


The formula for ascertaining duty-paying value is :— 
Wholesale market value x 100. 
100 + Duty rate + 7. 


2. Bona. fide invoices, including manufacturers’ invoices, show- 
ing the cost of the goods to the importer and certified by him 
as being correct, must be produced when import applications are 
handed in. Freight, insurance and all other charges must be 
shown. 


3. If the goods have been sold before presentation to the 
Customs of the application to pay duty, the bona fide contract 
must also be produced together with the application. 


4. Invoices and contracts will be regarded as evidence of the 
value, but not necessarily as conclusive evidence, and in 
this respect their interpretation will rest with the Customs. 
Besides demanding the production of invoices and of contracts, 
the Customs authorities shall be free to employ all available 
means to determine the correct duty-paying value of the goods. 
Such means shall include the inspection of other documents 
which may concern the valuation of the cargo; the calling for 
detailed sale-bills, certified by both parties; the inspection of 
firms’ books ; the examination of the goods; and the making of 
such inquiries and the obtaining of such private assistance as 
may be necessary. 


5. The importer, if dissatisfied with the decision of the 
Customs as to the value or classification of imported goods, or 
the amount of duty or charges assessed thereon, may, within 
twenty days after the filing of the application to pay duty or 
other Customs entry, file a protest in writing with the Com- 
missioner of Customs setting forth specifically his objection 
thereto. Pending a decision in the case, the merchandise—at the 
discretion of the Customs—may be released to the importer upon 
payment of a deposit sufficient to cover the full amount of duty 
and such additional duties as may be claimed by the Customs. 
Upon the filing of protest the Commissioner shall, within fifteen 
days thereafter, review his decision, and, if the protest is not 
sustained, the case shall be referred to the Lnspector-General 
of Customs with the request that it be submitted to the Kuan- 
Wu Shu for the consideration and decision of the Tariff Board 
of Inquiry and Appeal. 


6. Questions regarding procedure, etc., which may arise during 
the sittings of the Tariff Board shall be decided by the majority. 
The final finding of the majority of the Board, which must be 
ratified by the Kuan-Wu Shu and announced within fifteen days 
of the reference (not including holidays), shall be binding. 


7. Regarding disputes arising from the valuation of goods, 
should the Board decide that the correct value of the goods is 
higher by 20 per cent. (or more) than that upon which the com- 
plainant originally claimed to pay duty, the Customs authorities 
may, besides the full duty, levy an additional duty not exceed- 
ing ten times the duty sought to be evaded. 

If the goods—the value of which is in dispute—were sold 
previous to importation, but no contract was produced at the 
time the goods were applied for, then the contract, if produced 
at the hearing of the Board as evidence of the value, will be con- 
sidered as such evidence only when it is clearly proven by the 
merchant or his agent, to the complete satisfaction of all the 
members of the Board, that the contract was not in the hands of 
the importer at time of declaration of the goods. In cases where 
goods have been sold previous to importation, and it is ascer- 
tained that the contract was withheld from Customs inspection 
at time of importation, then the case will ipso facto be dis- 
missed. 

8. All applications, invoices, and contracts must bear the 
following declaration signed by the applicant :— 

“a hereby certify that the above particulars and figures 
are correct.”’ 

9. This Provisional Rule is effective as soon as it is pro- 
mulgated. It is subject to change at any time upon notice being 
given. 








ESTONIA. 


IMPORT DUTY ON ARTIFICIAL SILK TISSUES 
AND WHISKY REDUCED. 


H.M. Minister at Riga has forwarded translation of a 
Law, passed by the State Assembly of Estonia on April 12, 
published in the ‘‘ Riigi Teataja ’’ of April 23, and coming 
into force on May 5, in virtue of which tissues of pure or 
mixed artificial silk imported from countries having Com- 
mercial Treaties with Estonia are to be dutiable at the 
*‘ conventional ”’ rates of duty applicable to tissues of pure

or mixed natural silk, and whisky imported from countries 
having Commercial Treaties with Estonia is to be dutiable 
at the ‘‘ conventional ’’ rates applicable to cognac. 


[ Note.—The ‘‘ conventional ’’ rates on tissues of pure or 
mixed natural silk and on cognac referred to above are 
those provided for by the Franco-Estonian Commercial Con- 
vention of March 15, 1929—see the “ B.T.J.’’ of June 20, 
1929, pages 769-771. ] 


FINLAND. 


CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES REDUCED. 


H.M. Consul at Helsingfors reports that a decision of 
the Council of State, dated April 24, provides that the 
following goods are to be subject to the basic Tariff duty 
instead of the increased rate fixed by the State Council’s 
decision of December 28, 1929 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
January 9 (pages 61-62) and of February 20 (pages 
271-2) :— 

(1) Cotton fabrics classified under Tariff Nos. 241, 243, 
244 or 246 which can be proved to be fabrics used 
for umbrella covers and parasols and which are 
imported by manufacturers of umbrellas and 
parasols for use in their factories. 

[Nore.—Such fabrics will pay rates from one- 
third to one-half less than those applicable to 
cotton piece-goods in general. | 


(2) Calking or tracing cloth of cotton classified under 
Tariff Nos. 241 and 244. 
[Notr.—Such cloth will pay rates one-third or 
one-half less than those applicable to cotton piece- 
goods in general. | 


(3) Double-woven fabrics of wool classified under Tariff 
No. 276, imported by manufacturers of footwear 
for the manufacture of slippers. 

[ Nore.—Such fabrics will pay 12} Fm. per kilog. 
instead of 21 Fm. per kilog. ] 


(2) Collodion cotton (nitro-cellulose) in solution, classified 
under Tariff No. 877, which is imported by manu- 
facturers for the preparation of lacquer varnishes, 


[Nore.—Such nitro-cellulose will pay 4 Fm. per 
kilog. instead of 12 Fm. per kilog. ] 


The State Council has also decided that leather classified 
under Tariff No. 468(c) which is certified by a Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry in the country of origin to be goat- 
skin (shevro), if imported by manufacturers for the pro- 
duction of footwear, is to pay duty at the rate of 20 Fm. 
per kilog. (instead of 26 Fm. per kilog.). 


GERMANY. 


‘“IMPORT BOND ”’ SYSTEM MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Ambassador at Berlin has forwarded copy and 
translation of a Ministerial Decree, dated May 6 and in 
force from May 13, making certain changes in the ‘‘ Import 
Bond ’’ system, in exercise of the power conferred on the 
Government by the Law of April 15 last (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
of May 8, pages 644-5). 

Value of Import Bonds for Certain Goods.—The value of 
the ‘‘ import bonds ’’ issued in respect of the export of the 
following goods is fixed by the Decree as shown :— 


For rye—9 Rm. per 100 kilogs. (formerly 6 Rm.) ; 

For oats—9 Rm. per 100 kilogs. (formerly 6 Rm.) ; 

For home-grown barley weighing more than 67 kilogs. 
per hectolitre—9 Rm. per 100 kilogs. (formerly 
64 Rm.) ; 

For live pigs—27 Rm. per 100 kilogs. live weight (for- 
merly 16 Rm.); 
For pigmeat, fresh, frozen or simply prepared (Tariff 

No. 108)—36 Rm. per 100 kilogs. (formerly 21 Rm.); 
For ham in airtight receptacles—48 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 
(formerly 27 Rm.). 


Import bonds are not issued in respect of pigs’ heads, 
feet and tongues exported. 

In the case of exported milling products, the value of the 
import bonds per 100 kilogs. of goods exported must not 
exceed the lowest ‘“‘ general” or ‘‘ conventional ”’ rate of 
duty levied on the import of such goods. 

The Minister of Finance is empowered to stop, at one 
week’s notice, the issue of import bonds in connection with 
the export of rye, rye groats and oats as soon as it appears 
probable that the export of rye and oats under the new 
import bond rates will exceed 70,000 metric tons of rye and 
50,000 metric tons of oats. 

Import Bonds for Cattle, Sheep, Beef and Mutton.— 
Import bonds will, on application, be issued in connection

with the export of cattle, sheep, beef and mutton (except 
tongues), fresh, frozen, or simply prepared (Tariff 
No. 108), and of beef and mutton (except tongues) in air- 
tight receptacles. The value of the import bonds to be 
issued for such goods is fixed as follows :— 


Live cattle—244 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

Live sheep—224 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

Beef and mutton, fresh, frozen, or simply prepared 
(Tariff No. 108)—45 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

Beef and mutton in airtight receptacles—60 Rm. per 


100 kilogs. 


GUADELOUPE. 
TARIFF CHANGES. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’? of February 20 (page 274), it should be 
noted that the ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) for May 3 
contains Decrees which reject the Guadeloupe Government’s 
proposal to impose in Guadeloupe an import duty of 
5 francs per 100 kilogs. on coal (at present duty-free) and 
a duty of 2 per cent. ad valorem on all chemical fertilisers. 
The other proposals referred to in the above-mentioned 
notice, involving the imposition of a duty of 2 per cent. 
ad valorem on organic nitrogenous fertilisers and the im- 
position of an import duty on certain animals, have, how- 
ever, been approved. 

[Note.—The above refers to foreign imports only, as 
French goods are admitted into Guadeloupe free of duty. ] 


HUNGARY. 
CUSTOMS DUTY ON SUGAR INCREASED. 


In virtue of a Decree (No. 1810/ME), dated April 19 and 
effective as from April 22, the Customs import duty on 
raw or refined sugar (Tariff Nos. 152 and 153) has been 
increased froin 26 to 36 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. The duty on 
sugar candy, which is fixed by the Austro-Hungarian Com- 
mercial Treaty, remains at 26 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
ARTIFICIAL SILK YARNS. 


Under a Decree dated March 4, all types of artificial 
sik yarns for the manufacture of artificial silk ‘‘ cotton ”’ 
stockings of 120 deniers or thicker, in which the number of 
single filaments is at least one-third of the denier number, 
may be imported duty free until June 30. The concession 
has retrospective effect as from October 5 last. 


NORWAY. 


TEMPORARY DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF 
SAMPLES. 


Article 13 of the Norwegian Customs Tariff provides that 
a refund of Customs duty may be allowed on samples which 
are re-exported in the same condition as when imported, 
when notice of intention to re-export is given at.the time 
of import. A recent circular of the Ministry of Finance 
and Customs notifies that, in the case of goods re-exported 
after June 30, refund of duty will only be allowed in the 
case of samples which are re-exported within eight months 
from the time of importation. 


SPAIN. 


CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN REQUIREMENT 
WITHDRAWN FOR CERTAIN GOODS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’”’ for May 11 contains a Royal 
Order, dated May 8, which provides that, as from May 11, 
certificates of origin are no longer required in respect of 
goods covered by some 480 headings in the Customs Tariff.
